Notes: Copies of two documents relating to guardianships in the Malavolti family of Siena. The first, a copy of a 
document dated 1375, recognizes Orlando Malavolti as guardian of Margarita and Bartholomus, sons of Francisco 


Malavolti. The second, a copy of document dated 1388, concerns the same individuals. Each of these is followed by a 
pair of notarial signatures written in 1413, one by Cino di Belforte and one by Francisco di Agostino 
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
